BLIGHT FIGHT 

L&l prep>ares to hunt down absentee owners. 

By Anthony Campisi and Isaiah Thompson

Tens of thousands of abandoned properties and vacant lots 
stretch across EHiiladelphia. Counts vary, but recent stud- 
ies estimate at least 40,000 such properties, TSperoentof 
whidi bekmgto private owners — often delinquent on 
taxes and bills, ofioi misang in action. In some cases, 
the owners might be dead or im witting heirs. But oth- 
ers are stumlorris and prospectnrs, whose game is to 
sit on these properties for as Img as it takes to make a 
buckon them, while theirproperties attract crime, accu- 
mulate trash and fuel the spread of further bli^t. 

For years, the city^ policy regarding these troubled spots could 
be summed up in twowcirds:Pine'em.Fbllowing a complaint, the 
Department ofLicenses and Inspections <L&I) would send out an 
inspcctor.iaiue a fine and call it a day. A properly could be fined 
dozens of times before the city took its owner to court. But under 
Commissioner FVances Bums, L&l cleared its 38,000-strong budi- 
log of properties waiting in iqrection by instituing a radically simple 
policy:Theynowissue three fines, and then take an owner to court. 


The result. Bums says, is energy and manpower for new [reacts 
— and starting in the next couple ofweeks, the dqjaitment intends 
to launch a pilot program aimed at rounding up and bringing to 
court absentee landiord-s.Now, Bums says, L&I is ready to begin 
actively seeking out absentee owners to either force them into 
compliance or bring them to court The prcQect is the first tangible 
result ofa Nutter administration review of vacant lot policies, by the 
Managing Director’s and Finance DirectoFsoffices. In the next few 
weeks, L&l officials will begin visiting 25,000 properties identified as 
vacant , one by one, and issuing apiaopriate vulatkais. 

The program will start in less-blighted areas on the city's water- 
front — a decision Councihvoman Maria QuinoDes-SAnchez, 
of whose district are heavily blighted, foimd sur- 
prising — but which L&I offidals characterize as a way 
to leam on the go. 

At their disposal are afew tools, new or previ- 
ously underutilized, to get at owners. There's the 
“Doors and Windows Law," apart ofthe city code that 
requires vacant properties on mostly occupied blocks 
to have functioning doors and windows — plywood 
doesn't cut it. But probably the roost innovative stiategem 
L&l is employing is goodold-fashioned gumshoeing, L&I direc- 
tor of strategic initiatives Maura Kennedy intends to systemati- 
cal^ comb through various databases — including one used by the 
Internal Revenue Service — to determine ovmenshg) in cases where 
sawierowners hide behind corporate fixmts. 

And who will perform this laborious feat?‘Intema!" says a 
clearly excited Kennedy. Whathappens imm there, though.

When he's working, Jacques-Jean 
”J. J.'"R2iou is intensely physical, 
bordering on acrobatic. He bounds 
around in a flurry of motion and 
has even hung backward oS mov- 
ing vehicles. It seems diflicult, 
even strenuous, considering what 
hedoes: He takes photographs. 

■People think that’s tlie hard 
work when they see me running 
around, climbing trees, throwing 
myself into taking a picture," says 
the 32-year-old who’s called Philly 
home since 1997. "I'm motivated 
to move that fast because I’ve 
already done the hard work of 
observation in my head, of antici- 
pating the shot and seeing how 
things Unu up and cruating the 
image. Then 1 go chasing after it ." 

All that motion has resulted 
in two substantial showcases of 
Tiziou's work happening this 
month. Throughout PIFA, from 
dusk to dawn, a rotating slidesliow 
of images from his How Philly 
Moves series — which celebrates 
Philadelphia dancers of all stripes 
— will be projected on the fayade of 
the Kimmel Center. Tlie temporary 
artwork is presented in collabora- 
tion with the Mural Arts Program, 
which in parallel is beginning 


the installation of an enormous 
How Philly Moves mural on the 
parking garage of Philadelphia 
In temabonal Airport, a collabora- 
tion between Tiziou and painter 
Jon Laidacker. 

"He's capturing joy," says Mural 
Alts executive director Jane Golden 
ofTiziou's project. That's what 
you feel. It makes me want to jump 
up and down." 

TTziou is known for his mastery of 
fly-on-the-wall intimacy, whether 
that means professional hcadshot 
portraits, vivid scenes documenting 
civil unrest or this latest endeavor. 
The How Philly Moves project 
began in 2008, when Tiziou staged 
a senes of community photo shoots 
gathering the city's dancers — not 
professional, highly trained 5wan 
Lake types, but rather everyday 
folks who like to dance. He asked 
them to do their thing fer tlie 
camera, set against a black fabric 
backdrop. He found their personali- 
ties in the bright swatches of their 
outfits, in the colorful blur of their 
movements, in the cheek-to-cheek 
tenderness of slow dances, in the 
bright expressions on their faces. 

Despite his enthusiasm for the 
project, Tiziou was uncertain about 
its fete. He initially hoped for an 


art commission fer the 46th Street 
stop of the Market-Prankferd El. 

He was a finalist, but didn't get 
the SEPTA gig. However, the posi- 
tive response he roccived fueled a 
June 2008 exhibit, with his photos 
installed in a vacant storefront at 
36th and Sansom. 

A few months later at the Fringe 
Festival, he set up aphoto booth 
to get more shots of people danc- 
ing, with mixed success. For the 
initial How Philly Moves sessions, 
he scheduled people in 10- min ute 
intervals. At the Fringe, "I kind 
of threw it open to the public and 
figured everyone would come,°he 
recalls. Instead, the response was 
underwhelming, and 1 had definite 
moments of idleness." 

It looked as ifthe project could 
potentially be foundering. And yet 
it would find salvation from an 

unexpected, and immensely popu- 
lar, source. 

The Mural Arts Program had 
been searching for an idea fer its 
“gateway initiative" — someUiing 
that would visually engage people 
as they arrived in the city. One day 
in 2009, Golden was sitting in her 
office, mulhng over possibilities,

from Deputy Mayor Rina Cutler. 

"She was stuck in traffic on 95, staring at tile garage, when 
it hit her," Golden said. "She called to toll me, '1 think we found 
our first projoct.” 

When he heard about the Mural Arts grant for the airport 
project, Tiziou was re-energized. He applied, won the commis- 
sion, and set to work figuring out how his photographs could 
translate into a 55,000-square-foot piece of public art wrap- 
ping around a parking garage. 

For Tiziou, creating a mural was a new experience. For painter 
Jon Laidacker, it was a well-traveled road. A graduate of the 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, Laidacker sees pho- 
tography as a natural evolution of the tools used for painting; 
all 15 murals he's completed since 2005 hove been photo- 
based. Still, when Mural Arts approached him, he had doubts 
about dedicating a year of his life to another artist’s design 

"I hate to say it, but there was definitely a bit of an ego thing 
involved," Laidacker says. "So 1 decided tliat to make a well- 
informed decision, I had to meet J. J. and get to know him." 

It took only one meeting — the two hit it off Laidacker was 
inspired by the way the work could bolster the perception of Phil- 
adelphia as an arts hub. 

This hasn't always appreciated tho reputation for its cul- 
tural scene that it should," he says. "My hope is tJiat this prefect 
will become a sort of visual synonym for just that 

A massive undertaking, the airport mural involves 1,500 
sheets of painted doth bandied by Laidacker's seven assis- 
tants and painted by hundreds of volunteers in a donated 
studio space on the third Ooor ofThe Gallery. Golden says 
it's one of the largest muraLs not just in the country but the 
world. Laidacker says it's the most complicated — from the 
rough, patchy nature of the surface, to tho considerations like 
weather and temperature that could drastically affect the 
installation, to the fact chat nobody will really know what it 
looks like from 1-95 until it’s assembled. 

From his ardiive of tens of thousands nfHowPhilly Moves 
images, Tiziou selected 26 dancers to adorn the garage. An 
exhibit of additional images will be hung in tlie baggage -claim 
area inTerminal C. Additionally, video work by filmmaker 
Ellon Reynolds — a longtime friend ofTiziou — and Big 
Picluru Alliance is planned for installation. Reynolds also odit- 
ed the shdeshow footage that will bo cycling on the Kimmel's 
facade durmg PIFA 

"Public art has a vital role to play in the health of communities 
and cities," Reynolds says, "and people’s sense of themselves 
wi thin the larger community." Tiziou 's work, she explains, proj- 
ects an immensely positive imflg p for the community to feed off. 
"An important part ofmy video- making practice is to create 
imagery which aSrms the beauty, dignity, humanity and pos- 
sibility orreguJar’ people.* 

It echoes Tiziou'sofl-rcpGatcd mantra: "Everyone is photoge- 
nic." Beauty as sold to us by corporate advertising campaigns is 
false; beauty as seen in tho public is real, and he hamessus that. 
Ironically, it was his lack of a public art resume that caused 
Tiziou to hesitate when applying for the Mural Arts commis- 
sion. He had shot commercial work, documentary journalism, 
lively arts — but he’d never done a large-scale public piece. 

"But then 1 realized a lot of what Tvo done fits with that 
model of public art," he says. "Because it's about celebrating 
communities and sharing those images back witii them."

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FRENCH CONNECTION 

What is the Eiffel Tower doing in the Kimmel Center?

Seriously, there’s an 80-foot recon- 
struction of the tower in the Kim- 
mel's lobby. And it’s tlie source of 
much evniosity and conversation. 

Thai instantly recognizable icon 
is helping generate interest in a 
big event the Kimmel is mounting: 
PIFA, which celebrates the artistic 
energy ofParis, circa 1910 to 1920. 

That explains tlie tower. Still, 
why arc wc colobrating a tum-of- 
thc-century period, as it occurred 
in Paris, here m Philadelphia? 

There’s a story behind that, birn 
tur. Anne Ewers, Kimmel Center 
president and CEO, wanted the 
facility's resident companies to be 
more collaborative. She figured 
a festival was the way to go, but 
she wasn't sure what form it 
might take. A colleague, Baihara 
Silverstein, suggested a festival 
to celebrate the centennial of 
Igor Stravinsky's ballets created 
for the Ballets Russes — The 
Firebird, The Rite of Spring and 
Petrushka — all three of which 
helped usher in a wave of artistic 
innovation, first in Paris, and then 
the world. 

When the two women decided 
to broaden tlie festival's scope 
to embrace other organizations, 
sticking to Stravinsky seemed 
too Umiting. "When we started to 
think [about how to embrace] the 
whole arts and culture commu- 


nity,’ Silverstein recalls, "we real- 
ized you have to take it back one 
step fixim the literal and go with 
the spirit of Stravinsky and the 
Ballets Russes. That was tlie spir- 
it of collaboration, innovation and 
risk-taking. . . .We wanted to make 
sure we could involve as many 
artists as possible. So the tlieme 
nfParis in 1910-1920is about the 
spirit of what was going on." 

Paris was a hotbed of creative 
experimentation back then. 
Dadaism, Surrealism and utlior 
groundbreaking movements 
emerged. Marcel Proust and 
Gertrude Stein lit up literature. 
Pablo Picasso, Henri Matisse 
and Marc Chagall changed the 
perspective of painting Classical 
music got shaken and stirred by 
Stravinsky, Erik Satie and Claude 
Debussy Circus arts were explod- 
mg on the Moulin Rouge. 

"it was the birth of a whole new 
way of thinking about art that 
lived on," says Ed Cambron, PIFA 
executive director. "Wlien you're 
lookmg at a dtywide festival, tak- 
ing inspiration from a group of 
artists who were in another city, it 
works beautifully." 

Tile Kimmel's Eiffel Tower 
— wltich will have tliousands of 
lifdits switched on tills evening 
to celebrate PIFA's opening — is 
but one way the festival aims to 
brighten our dty. City Hall and 14 


other buildings along the Avenue 
of the Arts will sport animated 
graphics and other spedal effects. 
There axe more than 135 differ- 
ent performances taking place 
all around the r^on, presenting 
music, theater, 3anrp. poetry, pup- 
petry, painting, literary salons, 
movies and more. The Kimmel 
Center commissioned dozens of 
works, and Silviirstcinis exdted 
by how many of these shows rep- 
resent “a celebraticin of culture 
and art with artists who would 
not normally work together." 

Most shows are newly created; 
however, there arc exceptions, liku 
thcFantemas films, screening at 
the Philadelphia City Institute 
Library. This was a series of 
crime stories that were devoured 
by people in Paris back in the 
early 1900s.’ says Silverstein. 
"They were unbelievably popular.” 

Eleven French chefs are jet- 
ting in to spice up the fare at 
select local restaurants. There's 
a runway fashion show featuring 
couture by professional and stu- 

Flying-trapeze lessons are offered 
outside the Kimmel, and inside 
they're giving free French lossons. 

Right before the denouement, 
PIFA brings a slice of gay Parce to 
Center City with a street fair on 
Broad Street April 30. "It’s when 
people can be outside and we 
IiBve the spirit of what you see in 
Europe more than you see here,” 
explains Cambron. "We’ve got all

No baguette, no 
croissant. Maybe some nudity, and lots of dgarettes.'That's 
what director Emmanuelle Delpech promises faiRemembtr 
Paris, her entry in the magically unwieldy PlEA odyssey. 

With coUaboralors/conspirators organist Thieny Escaich, film- 
maker Gilles Boustani.costume/prop designer Tara Webb 
and performers Nichole Canuso and GoofTSobcllo along for 
the ride, Delpech hopes to capture the esprit of Dada's free- 
fall aesthetic. 

CITV PAPEfb Hus is the second timo in three years — Tm 
thinking of Live Arts' Oedipus — that you’ve shied away from 
acting. Why? 

EMMANUELLE DELPECH: Shied? OK. I am not scared. No. I 
love acting. I still do, in other people's work, like two years ago 
when I worked for Second City Chicago. I guess I got fed up. 

I realized that 1 actually had a sincere desire to be the guide. 
To create my rules, to choose my collaborators, to have a big- 
ger say on the form and content ofmy work. And I can't bain 
and out for the moment . I don't know in advance what the 
final product will be. I have the beginning concept but then 
I need to witness the images to be able to shape them, guide 
the whole. Being in it, I would bo schizophrenic, 1 couldnt be 
worried about my journey as a character and orchestrating a 
whole'dance.'

Hu gave me carte 
blanche and hiscompletctrust.Was it because I’m French 
and therefore the real deal? Well, perhaps. For once being 
French got me ajobi I think he actually liked my Oedipus 
in the skate park and thought I could therefore handle the 
gigantic space that is Verizon Hall. I dreamt about it for a 
while. I let the idea come to me. At first I thought about a big 
group ofpeople, like a chorus: I also wondered if 1 should 
perforro.Tben, I am notsurehow.it all narrowed down. I 
thought ofNichole Canuso and Geoff Sobelle. She's a dancer 
and actor. Geoff is an amazing mover, magician, and they're 
amazing performers, creators. A man and a woman. That 
was a start. Later when I was in Paris staying at my Iriends' 
house, Gilles [Boustanil andVioIaine [de Came], Gilles 
showed roe his work. And then I knew he had to be part of 
this. What better collaborator could! a.sk for? A French video 
designer who could also communicate and bo the French liai- 
son between Thieny and I. It all came together organically: 
an organist, two performers, in the Kimmel. Paris, 1910 to 
1920. Thatcould work.

CP: What’s your opinion about 
PIFA and its feux intemationality? 


ED: fs your "faux intemationaUty" 
definition of the festival refer- 
encing the tendency to interna- 

American? Like the World Series? 
Am I the only French sistain the 
festival? The token &og?Tnily, 
apart from my friends. I am not so 
aware of what else is happening. 

I do not take offense about these 
things. My expectation is not about 
a preconceived idea in my Iiead of 
how people should interpret that 
timo period. 1 am curious about it. 
These French years ore very much 
about breaking rules. It's refresh- 
ing, provocative and inspiring. I 
hope there will be a lot of that in 
the festival. 

CP: Paris, 1910 to 1920 — what was 
the historical element you focused 
on, that you hoped to wring theatri- 
cality from? 

ED: The Dada movement fascinates 
me. How a group of artists destroys 
the rules oftbc establish conven- 
tions of art. It all started with a 
flood. Paris was covered in a deluge 
of water. Then the war covered 
France with in a deluge of violence. 
French soldiers left for war with 
flowers on their guns and smiles 
on their faces thinking it would be 
a quick trip. They relumed either 
dead or with no limbs or one eye. 
Wthno hope, that’s for sure. ... 
When you cannot make sense or 
give reason to the reality around 
you, you free yourself from it and 
break throu^ by enterxnga world 
where reason is what makes no 
sense. So the show is filled with 
these images and principles pro- 
pelled by the very physical force 
of the organ. I think Geoff and 
Nichole are actually going to fly 
like Chagall's lovers. Watch out, it 
might turn into Spufrr-Mon, but a 
Dada-esque French Spider-Man at 
that. And, no, I'm not trying to bo 
Julio Taymor.

Your smart phone can do the thinking for you, Scarecrow. In 
fact, during PIFA, you can even use your Android or iPhone to 
find public art hidden in plain sight. 

A joint project of Breadboard (a division of the University 
City Science Center) and the Vutual Public Art Project (VPAP), 
"Augmented Reality* is a series of digital artworks visible only 
through your phone's viewfinder. All you need is a free app 
called Layar, which utilizes GPS technology to contextualize 
the virtual sculptures. 

Founded last year by NY-based artist Chris Manzione, VPAP 
grew out of his sculpture background. After finishing grad 
scliool in 2009, he started experimenting witl) computer ani- 
mation and 3-0 modeling. 1 was Ihistrated trying to get the 
models out of the computer and having people be able to intei^ 
act with them," recalls Manzione. "Printing them in plastic ... 
takes a long time. Around that same lime, Layar came out." 

Meanwhile, Breadboard was looking for projects to supple- 
ment its mission — illuminating the intersection of art, sci- 
ence and technology. In 2010, director Dan Schimmel reached 
out to Manzione about bringing VPAP to Philadelphia for a 
pilot program. ‘"ITiat went ofl^ and was really successful," says 
Schimmel. Then PITA contacted us .”

Park to the Delaware waterfront, with a concentration of in- 
stallations in and around the Benjamin Franklin Parkway

In early 1994, the notrquite-yet- 
legendary Roots crew found them- 
selves stranded in France — and 
it was all Kurt Cobain’s fault. 

'At that point, the cash cows of 
Oeffen records were dropping 
like flies," recalls Alimir "?uest- 
lovo'Thompsun. "Aurusmith had 
decided to relocate to Columbia, 
Guns N’ Roses wasn't gomia turn 
an album anytime soon . They 
were such a large, trusting label, 
they let us control our recording 
bui^t. So when Kurt Cobain 
passed away we basically stoic our 
money and ran away to Europe 
because we feared that Universal 
was going to drop us ." 

Plans to use their Parisian flat 
as a hub for touring went awry 
when a Japanese tour fell through, 
leaving the band trapped. "We 
were living in these prostitute 
hotels in the seedy part ofFigalle, 
three to aroom,"?uestlnve says. 

"So when people have thoughts of 
France, there's a whole romantic 
idea that comes into their head, 
and mine is the exact opposite. 
Tliat stuck close to me.” 

That experience came to mind 


when ?uestlove was approached 

PIFA. He focused his attention 
on the music of the French Im- 
pressianisU.jazz interpretations 
of which had come in handy 
while hewas working with the 
late producer J Dilla, looking for 
'dark dtords" while producing 
Common'sEfcWric Circus CD 

He’s connecting those dots for 
an audience with Philly-Paris 
Lockdown, a hip-hop, classical and 
jazz interpretation of nine pieces 
by the likes of Debussy, Ravel 
and Stravinsky. The multifaceted 
group he assembled for the occa- 
sion includes French-lsraeh soi^- 
scress Keren Ann, classical pianist 
Pallavi Mahidhara, jazz impro- 
visers David Murray and D.D.

YOU AND WHAT ARMY? 

Ron Gallo rebuilds Toy Soldiers and returns 
to battle. By Eric Schuman 

A ll bonds go throu^ rough times. That’s usuiiliy when they 
breakup. 

Singer-guitarist Ron Gallo wasn’t ready to give upon Toy 
SoldieTB. but things did look dire. A tour of the South last August 
became ‘the beginning ofthe end' for the collective whose ranks 
were known to fhictuatB between five and 13. Suddenly, mem- 
bers were backing out. Relationships were taking nosedives. The 
remaining Soldiers, their numbers dwindling, struggled to com- 
plete their sets night to night. 

That was it for "Iby Soldiers 1.0. 

The last man standing, Gallo called up Perkasie drummer 
Dominic Billell tohelp rebuild the band from scratch. The two 
relocated to Lancaster and enlisted guitarist Matt Kelly, bassist 
Bin McCIoskey and keyboardist Luke Leidy.eachone a veteran of 
countless intertwined bands. 

These newTby Soldiers are tighter and more focused. “There's 
more playing off one another,* says Kelly.'rather than in a collec- 
tive where everyme’a just doing their own thing.' 

The coopCTative aspect, inherently difficult in a big lineup, has 
become a source of cninfort and reapectamong the new members. 
‘Everybody in the room is willing tojustdmp one of their agendas 
if they hrmestly believe that somebody else’s idea is just as good.’ 


says McCIoskey, 

“We’re just letting the music speak foritsett" says Billett ‘Its Kbe 
we’re coming back and reintroducing ourselves." In keeping with 
that these Tby Soldiers’ firet recordings — namely the new EIP Get 
Through the Time — feature updates of several older songs. “Ws’ve 
made them ourown through our energy." Billett explains. ‘Atfiret 
you p4ay the parts kind ofverbatim and you do them justice Ibecausel 
the players that played on them were fantastic. But as time goes on, 
the sratgs take a new lightand you add your own stuff to them." 

Lekly willteDyou:He lucked out, since the jwevious recordings 
were light on keyboards. “The keys were always present butnot 

that prevalent so I just went off 
that."he says. It’s an element 
that Tby Soldiers hasn’t had the 
<hance to feature before, but 
suits the raw. gritty sound of the 
re-formed band.

As would be the case with any 

group, Tby Soldiers are focused on their future more than their 
past. New recordings of gospel- and country-inflected material 
draw inspiration from the troubles ofthe past year, but in away 
that's more “down to earth," as Gallo puts it. 

With ambitions for ftirthergenre-fusingon the horizon, he and 
the reconstructed Tby Soldiers are eryoying what most people 
(musicians orotherwise) only dream of: a do-over.

It’s a scene at this lively, stylish Mid town I cityiiiinEl 

Vi]lagenewcomer.allright,butnotinthewayB 
that pop culture would have you think. In the Jun 
Aizaki -designed dining room, modern-day Aphrodites and Adonises 
gather under the square bar’s thatdied-bireh canopy, toes of their 
Chucks and pumps nuzzling the river-rodt-encrusted structure. 
Lavender. Aperol and Meyer lemon cocktails adorn the quartzy 
white Corian countert^. Twenty-two terra-cotta lamps drip from 
the ceiling A screen of iron bubbles, filled here and there with cobalt 
and aqua glass, affect the ocean on the whitewushed brick. And 
some ofthe wood you see was salvuged from the stable of Barbaro. 

In other words, imagine every stereo ^e ofCreek restaurants. 


slide them onto a skewer and bum them. Because Opa is not that 
kindof place. 

Not that there’s anything wrong with that, concedes George 
Tsiouris, who opened Opa with his sister, Vasiliki, in February, “In 
fact.’'he8ays,‘’we've thought about doing a second restaurant that 
is so ovet^the-top Greek." 

Hold your ’Trqjan horses. A few things at theTsiouris’ flag- 
ship need attention first, overcooked striper fillets for starters. 
Undercooked red onions and green bell peppers on the vegetarian 
souvIakia.too.’The trioofspiaads made me wish I was digging 
ia stead intoKanella’s Dips of the Day: tzatzild so dilly it's silly, an 
abrasive hot sauce-and-feta situation, and hummus lushed with 
smoked paprika and cumin. I liked the aggreaive spceinthe 
hummus, but not the texture: GeiheT-smoath,yet oddly shS 

Fortunately, complaints end there. ’The 
°Bt of the food I ate was cool, smart and 
onest — “tTaditinnal recipes freshened 
p.'saysTsiouris, a 21st-oentuiy update 
n classics he and Vasiliki grew up eating. 

Before Opa, chef Andrew Brown, a veteran of White Dog Cafe 
andAlisoi ’Two, had never cooked Greek food. Based on the brash 
Hiarmofhis ouzo-infused tomato sauce (beneadi lovely mint- 
fledted veal meatballs) or howhis sugunaki oozed just so, you 
would never know. TTie aforementioned slips wo-e more a problem 
with execution than conviction, and after two dinners, itfs evi- 
dent Brown is cooking with anAthenian matriarch’s confidence 
— a swagger no doubt entrenched during ‘basic training' with 
Sergeant Chrisoula Tsiouris. George and VasiHki’s mom. ‘She

showed me some theks," laughs Brown. 

But dude’s gotsomeof his own, too. Ills octopus is the 
best I’ve had in Philly, or anywhere, reason enough to 
resist the magnetic allure oflSth Street's sirens, make 
a left on Sansom and head into this onetime hlueprint 
press. “IVe spent six or seven years trying to get it right," 
Brown says of his octo game, which involves two days and 
six steps: brine, braise (in red wine and cork, per tradi- 
tion), chill, dean, marinate and grill until the tentacle 
tips cur! into tight fiddlehead fists. 

The knife slipped as easily into one of those legs as 
the bow of Prince Eric’s storm-tossed ship into Ursula’s 
muffin-top, the brine a more effective tenderizer than 
the superstitious cork — or a rock beating, the preferred 
Mediterranean technique Reducing this ugly, rubber- 
legged sea beast to such acquiescent morsels is a feat in 
itself, but Brown earns double points for flavor: smoky, 
with a resounding twang from the lingering wine and 
fresh splash of lemon. That the octo chaperones a sherry- 
and coriander-kissed chickpea "fondue" is just gravy. 

Rabbit is anather favorite, ofboth mine and Brown’s. 
“Everywhere I've cooked, I've always used it," ho says, 
and he’s got the walk — succulent braised meat that sent 
smoke signals of dnnamon and bay through a nest of fresh 
noodles — to back up the talk. Souvlakia (yogurt-marinat- 
ed chicken, pork or vegetables flamed with house harissa) 
channeled the street with hard-won char and price (just $-1 
a stick), while Ihe big-ticket daurade, roasted and served 
head-to-toil above lemony potatoes and earthy braised 
rainbow chard, was a celebration of the ocean. 

On the topic of head-to-tail, the funky-fresh kokoretsi is 
the epitome of waste-not peasant cooking: an olive-oiled, 
lemnn-rubbed, grilled and twice-roasted loaf of lamb 
sweetbreads, liver and heart wrapped first in caul fat, 
then in intestines. “V/e really felt like it was important to 
have [kokoretsi] onlhemcnu,'’T8iouris says, but making 
it requires skill few possess. So they get it from a Greek 
butcher in Queens, and I’m net complaining. 

Since I've eaten at Opa.the kokoretsi has been 
tweaked, andTsiourisandBruwn claim it's even better 
than before. Ill eheck it out next time, but it’ll be a ehal- 
lengc not to skip straight to the walnut b.oklava (mom’s 
recipe and airier than most) astride sticky fig ice cream. 
FVied-dough puffs (loukoumades) tasted like boardwalk 
funnel cake, with the Aegean additions of creamed spiced 
banana and molten Merenda, Nutella's Greek cousin. 

But my favorite was the yogurt: strata of thick Page, 
clover honey, walnuts and housemade preserve-like 
spoon sweets tucked neatly into mason jars — like 
something your mom would pack you for lunch, if your 
mom was Greek and grew her own berries. I loved 
this dessert so much I ordered it twice, once with inky 
blueberry, another time with juicy cherry. I would love 
it oven more if Brown made his own yogurt. For a res- 
taurant looking to interpret ancient recipes through the 
culinary Zeitgeist, that's a layup, and 1 don’t think too 
much to ask.
